More significant even than the use 
of the word “Muscle Shoals” and not 
Sheffield, Ala., in the telegram, is 
the statement made by Col. Worthing 
ton that Capt. Hemphill, an engineer 
of the ordnance 
department, 
spent 
yesterday morning 
making 
experi­ 
ments at Dam No. 2, “and is also ex­ 
amining land sites for the purpose of 
making a final selection for the ex­ 
perimental plant.” 
The fact that Capt. 
Hemphill 
is 
again investigating Dam No- 2, which 
is to be located a few miles above 
Florence, Just at the head of tlflj* 
Islands, where the big bluff tower» 
more than 100 feet high, is taken here 
to mean that the inter-departmental 
board is already perfecting its plans 
for locating the big $20,000,000 plant 
at the Shoals in the event that the 
experimental plant proves a success. 
It is now considered almost a fore­ 
gone conclusion that President Wil- 
son and Secretary Baker have deter 
mined to locate the mammoth govern 
ment industry at the ShoalB and to 
harness the waters of the 
majestic 
Tennessee, and that water power will 
be used instead of steam power. 
Just where the experimental plant 
will be located seOms now to depend 
on the availability of the sites of- 
ferred, and It is possible that It will 
be several miles distant from Shef­ 
field.
